"We must find ways to increase the number of hard 
facts upon which our intelligence estimates are 
based, to provide better strategic warning, to 
minimize surprise in the kind of attack, and to 
reduce the danger of gross overestimation or gross 
underestimation of the threat. To this end, we 
recanmend adoption of a vigorous program fen* the 
extensive use, in many intelligence procedures, of the 
most advanced knowledge in science and technology. 

3. You may wish to refer to the information you submitted last year 
on this subject in connection with 1 
of the Foreign Intelligence Program
